It is apparent the people of 
Alabama do not realize the mean- 
ing of their dilemma, as other 
Southern states did. Not until Ala- 
bama was reached did the groups 
testing the right to travel on 
interstate buses meet with dan- 
ger. Other states planned and 
avoided it by following the law 
which allows orderly travelers to 
proceed uninterrupted. 


The usual excuses are being 
made in Alabama. 


Outsiders? 


From the governor on down to 
local officials, newspapers, and 
official groups, the illogical ra- 
tionalization is being made that 
these are ‘‘outsiders,” and that 
by offending local traditions it 
is they who have provoked the 
troubles. First of all this over- 
looks the fact that the groups are 
dedicated to passive resistance. 
They do not strike back when 
attacked. They do not return 
curse for curse. This fact, in- 
deed, seems to have added to the 
fury of the mobs. 


All Deep South Southerners live 
in glass houses. But, Alabama’s 
troubles permit observation. 
Southerners everywhere are slow 
to realize that the lunchroom sit- 
ins and the travel groups repre- 
sent a new technique. Both have 
managed to dramatize a moral 
issue. And in civilized countries 
a moral issue may not be 
avoided. The sit-ins called atten- 
tion to the fact that purchases 
might be made at all display 
counters in the store. Members 
of all races could, for example, 
stand side by side to buy under- 
wear, but could not stand side by 
side and buy sandwiches and cof- 
fee. 


The freedom riders are doing a 
similar thing. Whatever their mo- 
tives, and the major one freely is 
admitted to be a test, they are 
proving that in Alabama, at least, 
an orderly citizen, with a ticket, 
is not always freely able to ride 
through the state. 


The South, then, must ask of 
itself, what other persons will 
ask. Are its states foreign na- 
tions? Do not the laws of the 
United States apply. Do citizens 
have equal protection of the law? 
Can the federal government fail 
to act if the rights of a citizen 
peacefully to travel is denied and 
the holders of legally purchased 
tickets beaten and their lives en- 
dangered? — 


Lucky are those Southern cities 
which have had leadership from 
public officials; clergy, business- 
men and press in behalf of the 
federal processes of law. 


Study 


Alabama offers a study in 
which the major voices of the 
press have comforted those defy- 
ing the Supreme Court school de- 
cision. Its chambers of commerce 
have been silent on the issue. In 
no city has the clergy taken firm, 
cooperative stands with the courts 
and the processes of law in the 
desegregation issue. 


Sociologists see this sort of 
leadership vacuum as encourag- 
ing the violent elements to vio- 
lence.

VOWS TO FIGHT REDS 


In addition to its show of force 
against the crime and corruption 
that are plaguing South Korea’s 
cities, the new regime took other 
measures to rally popular sup- 
port. It handed out rice to the 
poor in the slums, relaxed the 
seven-hour curfew by an hour and 
reopened movie houses, which 
had been closed since Tuesday’s 
military coup d'etat. 


In formally assuming govern- 
mental power, the 14-man cabinet, 
headed by Lt. Gen. Chang Do 
Young, army chief of staff, 
pledged to combat communism 
and spur economic development. 


Appearing against a background 
of reports, that more than 3,000 
suspected hoodlums had been 
rounded up since the coup-mak- 
ers swept into power Tuesday,

MONTGOMERY—An angry mob 
of club - swinging, rock - throwing 
white youths stormed a cordon of 
U.S. marshals and state troopers 
at the Negro Baptist Church here 

Sunday night. 


The mob . broke through the 
police line and burst up toward 
the church doors, where an inte- 
gration rally was being held to 
honor the ‘‘Freedom Riders,” 
whose arrival here touched off 
Saturday’s race riot. 


Marshals, policemen and state 
police finally beat back the mob. 
The officers counter-attacked with 
tear-gas shells, fire hose and long 
billy clubs. 


TURNS CAR OVER 


The number of injured was not 
immediately known. 


The mob turned an automobile 
upside down near the church and 
set it afire. The car reportedly 
belonged to a minister who was 
attending the rally in the church. 


Shortly after the first flareup 
was beaten back, gunshots were 
heard some distance from the 
church. 


A police officer said he under- 
stood nightriders had shot at Ne- 
gro houses near the church. 


IN SEVERAL AREAS 

Minor incidents were reported 
in several sections of the city. A 
plate-glass window in an all-night 
grill was shattered by rocks. 


State Public Service Director 
Floyd H. Mann put in a call for 
a unit of National Guardsmen. 

Shortly before 11:30 p.m. trucks 
loaded with helmeted Guardsmen 
were wheeling toward the riot- 
torn scene. 

The crowd appeared to be dis- 
persing shortly before midnight.

APPEALS FOR REASON 


Robert H. Kennedy said in 
Washington Sunday night that in 
the face of the increased tension 
in Montgomery he was appealing 
for a “return to reason” by all 
concerned. 


Kennedy said in a statement: 


“IT urge all citizens of Alabama 
and all travelers in Alabama to 
refrain from doing anything which 
will cause increased tension or 
provoke violence and result in 
further damage to our country.” 


The Alabama governor, one of 
the first Southern governors to 
line up behind Kennedy in the 
1960 presidential campaign, wired 
the President that the marshals 
had no “legal or constitutional 
right to be here.” 


“Tl want to make clear that 
Alabama is perfectly able to en- 
force all state laws and that fed- 
eral marshals are not welcome in 
‘this state,’ Patterson wired the 
President. “The federal govern- 
ment’s position has tended to en- 
courage busloads of incident-hunt- 
ing ‘students’ to violate our state 
laws.””, 


By not taking a ‘‘firm stand” 
against the Freedom Riders, Pat- 
terson said, the federal govern- 
ment has made the state law en- 
forcement role more difficult and 
‘has moved in with marshals to 
cope with a situation they them- 
selves helped to create.

Governor Blames

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI)—Gov. John Patterson 
angrily denounced the federal government Sunday for 
encouraging acts leading to racial violence in Alabama 
and “formally demanded” that President John F. Ken- 
nedy withdraw federal marshals. 


In a stormy meeting with Chief | 


“As the governor of Alabama 
and representative of the people 
of the state, I formally demand 
that you recall your order and 
withdraw your marshals and 
agents which you have sent into 
Alabama against our wishes and 
without our request,” Patterson 
wired the President. 


U.S. attorney White, during his 
tension-packed meeting with Pat- 
terson, said he respected the gov- 
ernor’s “right to say what you 
have. However, we disagree there 
is just a difference of opinion.” 


White added the 400 federal 
marshals were ordered into Ala- 
bama “with the hope of pre- 
venting further incidents. We 
hope to leave pretty soon.” 


White said the marshals would 
not attempt to escort the so 
called Freedom Riders into segre- 
gated facilities as they traveled 
through the state. He emphasized 
the marshals would restrict them- 
selves to enforcing federal laws. 


TRAINED TO DISOBEY 
Patterson urged White and 
President Kennedy to persuade 
“the racial agitators, trouble- 
makers to stay home, study their 
lessons and keep out of Alabama. 
They are not cooperative. They

Gov. Vandiver Is Silent 
As Others Deplore Riots

_ Several Georgia political leaders Sunday deplored the violence 
in Montgomery, and others declined to comment on action by offi- 


cials in the sister state. 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver § said, 
“Any comment I might make 
could be construed as possible 
interference in the internal affairs 
of the sovereign state of Alabama. 
That I do not intend to do.” 


Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd Sunday 
was confined to his home in Rey- 
nolds and could not be reached 
for comment. 


State Sen. Carl Sanders, can- 
didate for lieutenant governor, 
had a statement for the press. He 
Said: 

“It’s a tragic thing that after 


having made as much progress 
as we have in trying to handle 
our own problems in our own 
states with our own citizens we 
are constantly confronted with 
outside agitation.

Senate Expected to Deteat 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Sen- 
ate is expected to defeat Monday 
an anti-segregation amendment to 
the federal aid to education bill. 
Administration forces hoped for 
final approval of the $2.5 billion 
measure later this week. 


Pending before the Senate is a 
proposal by Sen. Prescott Bush, 
R-Conn., which would require the 
government.to deny funds to any 
state’ with segregated schools. 


The bill’s backers were confi- 
dent they could kill the amend- 
ment in line with their strategy 
of keeping the legislation as free 
as possible of civil rights issues. 


Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., floor 
manager of the bill, summed up 
their attitude in a television pro- 


gram Sunday. He said the anti- 
segregation amendment had no 
place in an education bill and 
should be dealt with separately. 


Morse and other administration 
supporters believe they have the 
strength to defeat all major at- 
tempts to alter the bill. They hope 
for final action on the measure 
by Wednesday or Thursday. 


So far the Senate has rejected 
five attempts to amend the bill, 
including. a proposal by Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, D-S.C., which 
would have written into the legis- 
lation a specific ban on withhold- 
ing of aid funds to segregated 
schools.

The Montgomery incidents bring 
to mind a lesser incident that 
occurred in 1960, which resulted 
in a $8 million suit for damages 
against the Southeastern Grey- 
hound Lines in Alabama. 

NOW PENDING 

The. case, now pending in fed- 
eral courts in Alabama, grew out 
of an incident in Gadsden, Ala. 
Patricia Shuttleworth, daughter of 
the integration leader, the Rev. F. 
L. Shuttleworth, was arrested for 
disturbing the peace after she re- 
fused to move to the back of a 
bus traveling from Tennessee, at 
the request of the driver. 


Bus integration was first struck 
down, however, not by the courts 
but by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, On November 25, 1955, 
that federal agency ruled that 
segregation on trains and buses 
and in terminals was illegal and 
must end by Jan. 10, 1956. 


DEFIED ORDER 


However on Jan. 10, 1960, Ala- 
bama and Louisiana defied the 
order and issued their own or- 
ders that bus segregation be en- 
forced, 


But the Supreme Court, in April 
of 1956, declared segregation in 
bus travel, even within states, 
to be contrary to the 15th Amend- 
ment. Later that year the court 
upheld a U.S. appeals court rul- 
ing that an Alabama law requir- 
ing bus segregation was uncon- 
stitutional. 

At that time Georgia’s Gov. 
Marvin Griffin vowed to use every 
legal means to continue bus segre- 
gation in this state.

Well-meaning persons who are 
using private cars to make emer- 
gency runs to hospitals are creat- 
ing dangerous conditions. 


Within the last three weeks we 
have had two serious crashes re- 
sulting from such practices. Death 
resulted from one accident, and 
five persons were injured in the 
other. 


Actually the driver of such an 
auto is liable to arrest if he or 
she exceeds the posted speed 
limit or runs through a stop sign 
or red light. 


Even regularly designated 
emergency vehicles are limited 
by the law. The code defines an 


emergency vehicle as a police! 


car, fire apparatus, State Patrol 
car and such ambulances and 
other vehicles as are authorized 
by the chief of police. 


The drivers of these vehicles 
may proceed past a red light or 
stop sign but only after slowing 
down and making sure the inter- 
section is clear. They also may 
exceed the speed limit so long as 
they do not endanger life or 
property. 


Attempting an emergency run 
in a private auto is like sitting 


on an open powder keg to smoke |- 


a cigarette. 


In the first place, the car is not 
marked as an emergency vehicle. 
Secondly, it does not have a siren 
or other recognized warning de- 
vice. Third—and most important 
—the driver probably has not had 
the experience to qualify him for 
such driving.

Jet Transport Sets New World Speed Record 


WITHIN THREE PERCENT 
OF SPEED OF SOUND 


The fastest true air speed ever attained by a commercial jet transport — 97 percent of the speed 

of sound — has been recorded in California by a Convair 990. Flying at 22,500 feet between San Diego 

and Santa Catalina Island on May 8, the new jet reached a mark of 675 miles per hour — faster than any 
other transport has ever flown without a tail wind. Test pilot Don Germeraad reported after the flight that the 
990 handled easier in the transonic range “than earlier jets at much slower speeds.’’ New aft -fan engines, 
developed by General Electric, and a new high-speed wing were credited with making the record flight 
possible. 


Built by the same company that builds the world’s fastest bomber — the B-58, and the world’s fastest 
interceptor — the F-106, the 990 will go into airline service later this year, first with American Airlines 

and then Swissair, SAS and REAL of Brazil. It will have an operational cruising speed of 91 percent of the 
speed of sound. Last week’s flight was made to demonstrate a “cushion” between the operating 

speed and the airplane’s capability. 

In service, speed will be only one of the 990’s distinguishing characteristics, for passenger comfort 
features have been given fully as much attention as the plane’s technological advances. There's

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Alabama Governor 


Fails State, Nation . 


Gov. John Patterson of Alabama has 
shamed his state, the nation and the 
South by his irresponsible words and 
failure to prevent mob violence. He:is the 
chief executive and the major responsi- 
bility is his. Before the Montgomery riots 
he had pledged adequate law enforce- 
ment. It was not present. As of this writ- 
ing both he and the local law enforce- 
ment officers seemingly are making ef- 
forts to arrest all but the guilty. Gov. Pat- 
terson threatens to arrest the U.S. mar- 
shals sent to provide protection which he 
failed to give. Local police reportedly 
are planning to arrest the victims. Mean- 
while the mob and its leaders remain at 
large. 


This is a brazen attitude which con- 
firms all that the South’s worst critics 
have said of her. It confirms too, that 
fear, hatred and terror do stalk the 
streets of Alabama’s cities. At Anniston, 
Birmingham and Montgomery the police 
were late. If observers draw the most 
obvious and cynical conclusions from this 
fact, the governor, the police chiefs and 
mayors have but themselves to blame. 


The governor for some time indirectly 
has encouraged extremist elements in his 
state by declaring he would close down 
the public and university school system 
rather than obey a court order of de- 
segregation. In this he has been joined 
by most of the state press and local politi- 
cal leadership. His threat to arrest U.S. 
marshals can be construed as direct en- 
couragement of the mob elements. The 
violence in Alabama is, in part at least, 
a harvest of such leadership. 

Whatever one’s views of the Freedom 
Riders, they have the right as citizens to 
ride a bus wherever it goes. Carrying out 
their passive resistance techniques they 
have offered no provocation. 


Alabama’s shame, which is shared by 
the South, is also a serious blow to the 
security and prestige of this nation. 

We earnestly hope that the federal 
government will protect law-abiding citi- 
zens wherever and whenever local au- 
thorities fail to provide full protection of 
the law. 


Change in Joint Chiets 
Is Desirable Step Now 


Sen. Albert Gore’s call for ousting the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and replacing them 
with “wiser and abler men” was an un- 
necessary and unfortunate public com- 
ment about officers who have served the 
nation with distinction on many battle- 
fronts. 

The Cuban failure, measured against 
their past accomplishments, was small in- 
deed, and there is no point in pillorying 
such men. 

Nevertheless it is well that retire- 
ment or rotation of the Chiefs will shortly 
give the new President a new group of 
commanders of his own choosing. — 

Mr. Kennedy was not pleased at the 
advice he got from the Joint Chiefs on the 
Cuban venture. And the times are too 
tense for the President to operate with 
commanders who lack his absolute con- 
fidence.

JFK Proves Success 
In Personal Diplomacy 


President Kennedy’s first venture into 
personal diplomacy on his state visit to 
Canada appears to have been a great 
success. And Mrs. Kennedy proved herself 
to be a gracious and charming ambassa- 
dor of good will whom the officials and 
people of Canada liked. 

The President was most effective in 
his appearance before the Canadian par- 
liament. His enunciation of American 
policy and his prodding of Canada to con-

tribute more to hemispheric programs was 
straightforward and eloquent. 

The joint communique with Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker demonstrated great- 
er agreement on policies than was thought 
possible. Canada, for instance, has been 
playing footsie with Cuba’s Fidel Castro 
regime. Yet the statement declared “that 
the alignment of a regime in the Western 
Hemisphere with Communist leadership 
abroad was a matter for serious con- 
cern.” 

There are serious problems facing both 
countries in which conflicting interests 
must be resolved. President Kennedy’s 
trip was an acknowledgement of them 
and the establishment of better personal 
relationship is a beginning toward solu- 
tions.

On Georgia’s Economy 


Georgia’s business leaders in all fields 
are assembled in Atlanta for the first 
Governor’s Conference on Trade and 
Commerce. Meeting with them are na- 
tionally known economists, experts in 
trade and industrial development. 

From this assemblage of know-how 
should come inspiration for a full-scale 
attack on the state’s economic problems. 
Certainly these are well-known. It’s time 
to start talking about the remedies and 
to follow it with action. 


It’s no secret that the majority of 
Georgia counties are losing population 
and that 125,000 people left the farms in 
the past decade. Everyone now knows that 
not enough jobs are being created to take 
care of this migration and an otherwise 
expanding labor force to the end there 
was a net loss of 214,000 residents to other 


_ states of the nation in the past decade. 


Our economic problem, then, is pri- 
marily one of jobs. The challenge to the 
state, to local leadership, to business and 
industry is to provide them. The chal- 
lenge to the nation is to help better utilize 
a stable labor force and thus to expand 
markets in a growing population. 

The facts of economic life in the state 
indicate the great need for research into 
economic potential—still largely unful- 
filled. They point to the urgency of com- 
munities’ understanding their capabilities 
and developing what they have. They 
c for assistance from the state—not 
boondoggles—in self-help measures. They 
require greater promotion of Georgia’s 
potential and Georgia products all over 
the land. 


As this group of leaders study our 
problems, we trust the politicians over 
the state will be listening. The old foun- 
dations are being eroded by economics. 
The people need jobs, not promises. They 
need leadership, not demagoguery which 
misleads. They need guidance and help, 
not handouts. 

May the Governor’s Conference pro- 
vide the light!

“We could not live there be 
cause we love our freedom,” he 
said in good English, with a 
heavy Spanish accent. 


Reyes said he felt from the first 
that the Communists were backing 
Castro in his fight to overcome 
Batista. He could tell this, he ex- 
plained, by the coordinated erup- 
tion of revolutionary symbols — 
like ‘‘26 de Julie’? — in various 
parts of Latin America and in 
Europe. 


“Cuba now belongs to the Com- 
munist bloc. It is a satellite of 
Russia,’ he said. 


The loss he felt the most, he 
said, was his post at the univer- 
sity, which he had held for 15 
years. 


“When the Communists came, 
the University of Havana was 
practically destroyed,”” he said, es- 
timating that about 50 per cent of 
the professors are now in the 
United States. © 


Reyes’ wife, Rosa Maria, and 
two of his sons — Julius Caesar, 
19, and Jose Antonio, 16 — now 
live in Miami. Another son, F. 
Manuel, 21, is a senior in mechan- 
ical engineering at Georgia Tech 
and will graduate sometime this 
year. 


Jose Antonio, who will graduate 
from high school in Miami, also 
wants to study at Georgia Tech. 
Reyes said if he can find steady 
work here he will bring the whole 
family to Atlanta. 


Reyes, who lived in Miami dur- 
ing the ill-fated Cuban invasion, 
said the general opinion of the ex- 
iles there was that the United 
States would back the invasion 
with guns, ships, planes, “even 
the Marines.” 


It would take about 20-30,000 in- 
vaders to defeat the Castro forces, 
which number between 200,000 and 
300,000. They are composed of 
youngsters who are “fanatics,” he 
said. ‘“‘These.youths are poor peo- 
ple without much learning, which 
“is a very dangerous thing.”

Panel Deadlocks _ 


On U.N. Overhaul

The department ordered 540 
marshals to go to Montgomery, 
but it was not known here how 
many had actually arrived. 


Of the group, relatively few 
were ordinary United States mar- 
shals or deputy marshals—court 
attendants, many of whom usually 
perform ceremonial duties. Most 
were men from other federal law 
enforcement branches who had 
been specially deputized as mar- 
shals. 


Three hundred were agents of 
the Treasury department’s Alco- 
hol and Tobacco Tax Unit—the 
“revenooers’’ who hunt for ille- 
gal distilleries. All came from the 
southeastern region. 


Another 120 were federal prison 
guards—80 from the penitentiary 
at Atlanta and 40 from the fed- 
eral reformatory at Chillicothe, 
Ohio. 


ATTENDED-RIOT SCHOOL 

There were 20 regular marshals 
from the District of Columbia and 
100 from the Southeastern states. 
Many of these had attended a 
special school for marshals in 
which they were given, among 
other things, riot training. 


The underlying legal question 
in the trip by the bi-racial group 
of “‘Freedom Riders’’—whether a 
state may enforce segregation in 
transportation—has been conclu- 
sively answered by the Supreme 
Court. The answer is no. 

Under the court’s rulings, it 
makes no difference what kind 
of travel it is, by bus, plane or 
train. Nor does it matter whether 
the travel is in intrastate, that is, 
wholly within one state, or inter- 
state, that is crossing from one 
state to another. 


COURT MADE RULING 


The Supreme Court dealt with 
segregation in interstate travel in 
1946. It held that segregation was 
an unconstitutional burden on in- 
terstate commerce. 


As for intrastate travel, the 
court had originally upheld the 
constitutionality of separate ac- 
commodations. That was the de- 
cision in the landmark case of 
Plessy vs. Ferguson in 1896. 


In 1954 in the schools segrega- 
tion cases, however, the court 
overruled the 
equal’’ doctrine of the Plessy 
case. It held segregated schools 
unconstitutional. 


Shortly afterward the court ex- 
tended the new rule to intrastate 
transportation. 


In general, congressional com- 
ment on the events in Alabama 
and the dispatch of the armed 
marshals was favorable to the 
administration’s action. 


Some Southerners suggested 
that keeping the “‘agitators’’ out 
would be effective. 

The leaders of the Senate—both 
Republican and Democratic 
said that President Kennedy and 
the Justice department had no 
choice but to send the marshals. 


And one Southern senator, Sam

said that sending the marshals 
was in with the law 
when local officials cannot stem 
violence.

Everett McKinley Dirksen of Iili- 
nois, suggested that the incidents 
would inspire new demarids for 
civil rights legislation, So did 
Sen. Paul H. Douglas, D-IL.

Valentino Lives 


Again---on Video 
By ROSCOE DUDLEY 


Once upon a time there was a young Casanova 
with a name five feet long which clever movie moguls 
boiled downed to Rudolph Valentino. His first starring 
movie, in 1921, was “‘The Four Horsemen of the Apo- 
calypse.” That did it. 


Within a year he was on the screen again in a 
film Version of one of the best-selling oh-my-Gods of 
the time, “The Sheik.” It gave the flapper what she 
yearned for-——mystery, romance, the lure of the desert 
and the perfect lover. If you recall the early days of 
TV, “The Sheik” ran incessantly on the tube, sand- 
wiched between beer and razor blade commercials. 


Valentino was a star for only five years but in 
that time he completely altered the dress and customs 
of the American male. Although most men snickered 
at the way women goo-gooed over him, they bought 
bottles of goosegrease and slicked their hair. down the 
way he did. Even such a rugged character as Jack 
Dempsey affected sideburns and bell-bottom trousers. 

At one point he grew a beard but shaved it off 


when the Master Barbers of America warned him it 
would kill their business. 


Valentino died in 1926 of pleurisy. His death un- 
leashed a flood of public hysteria and grief. Three 
silly women committed suicide, his picture clutched 
in their hands. There were riots outside the funeral 
home where he lay in state. 


How much of this was genuinely inspired and 
how much was whipped up by press agents is diffi- 
cult to determine. The fact remains, however, that 
Valentino was a greater romantic figure in ‘death 
than in life. The pictures released after his inter- 
ment were the most profitable he had ever made. 


His life story, utilizing film qdips and scenes 
from his movies, will be shown on a one-hour TV 
special Wednesday night on Channel 11, It is amaz- 
ing that people have remembered after all these 
years.
